Publications Track System’s Progress 


Over the past two years, the Alabama Col¬ 
lege System has worked to resolve longstan¬ 
ding issues and concerns by relying on an in¬ 
novative approach to decision making that 
has involved hundreds of staff and personnel 
from each of our colleges. Your profes¬ 
sionalism and dedication to quality have pro¬ 
vided the system with a foundation for ex¬ 
cellence and an impetus for system progress 
that has already produced significant 
results. 

System advancements made possible 
through your guidance and support are cited 
in two reports recently published by the 
Department of Postsecondary Education — 
The Chancellor's Biennial Report and Pro¬ 
gress Report. 

Areas of progress and innovation cited in 
The Biennial Report include the development 
of strong working relationships with secon¬ 
dary schools and senior colleges, the suc¬ 
cessful merger of selected institutions, im¬ 
proved personnel benefits, line item funding 
innovations, elimination of outdated course 
offerings and introduction of state-of-the-art 
equipment and programs that meet the cur¬ 
rent needs of Alabama people, business and 
industry. 

The cover of this report features the 
Alabama College System’s new logo design, 
which will appear on all Department of 
Postsecondary Education publications, 
paper and stationery. The logo identifies the 
goals and philosophies of the system — serv¬ 
ing the needs of all Alabamians through 
quality academic and occupational program 
offerings — through the use of silhouettes, 
which face in one direction to indicate the 
system's leadership in building Alabama’s 
future. Lines running through the logo repre¬ 
sent the light of knowledge and the brighter 
future this system has helped make possible 
for over one million Alabamians. 

System progress initiated by the work of 
our task forces is outlined in the Progress 
Report Flexibility in providing customized 
training for industry, expanded prison educa¬ 
tion, quality professional growth programs 
for all system personnel and adoption of the 
system's first mission statement are a few of 
the innovations outlined in this report. 


Approximately 900 copies of each publica¬ 
tion have been distributed to educational 
leaders, governmental leaders, decision 
makers and media representatives across the 
state. It is hoped that distribution of these 
reports will provide vital insight into The 
Alabama College System’s short-term pro¬ 
gress and long-range plans. 

You may have noticed that we are now 
referring to our network of colleges as “The 
Alabama College System ”. Surveys con¬ 
ducted by several study groups show the 
terms we have traditionally used to describe 
the system projected a restrictive and 
unclear image to the general public. Since we 
are the only public colleges in Alabama, I am 
hopeful this marketing tool will further 
enhance our many accomplishments by 
solidifying public trust and confidence in our 
system of colleges. 

Each of you has contributed to the suc¬ 
cesses of The Alabama Colleges System in 
the past two years. As we moved into our 
third decade of service and proceed in plann¬ 
ing for the year 2000, we will continue our 
quest to become Americas’ most outstanding 
system of colleges by relying on quality and 
excellence as a primary criteria of evaluation.

Consolidation Of 
Three Gadsden 
Area Institutions 

A plan for consolidation of three Gadsden 
institutions — Gadsden State Technical In¬ 
stitute, Alabama Technical College and 
Gadsden State Junior College — has been 
authorized by United States District Judge 
William M, Acker Jr. The judge’s opinion, 
which was issued on December 12, authoriz¬ 
ed Dr. Charles L. Payne, chancellor of the 
Alabama Department of Postsecondary 
Education, to consolidate the three two-year 
colleges into one community college with 
three desegregated campuses. The institu¬ 
tions will be named State of Alabama Com¬ 
munity Colleges in Gadsden. 

District 7 State Board of Education 
member James B. Allen Jr. initiated the con¬ 
solidation movement by requesting that a 
task force be formed to study the ad¬ 
ministrative structure of the Gadsden in¬ 
stitutions. The task force report called for 
unification of the three institutions to im¬ 
prove postsecondary education services in 
the Gadsden area. 

In reaching its decision, the court found 
that the chancellor’s plan for consolidation, 
which was endorsed by the State Board of 
Education and Board Vice President John M. 
Tyson Jr., “constitutes a needed and large 
step toward the effectuation of a unitary 
system . .. The proposed plan is educational¬ 
ly sound and substantially dictated by prin¬ 
ciples of good fiscal management as well as 
administrative good sense.’’ 

Regarding the plan’s effect on Gadsden 
State Technical Institute, a predominantly 
black institution, the court noted that the 
plan preserves the institute as a viable, 
desegregated campus of a consolidated col¬ 
lege. “Rather than impeding desegregation, 
the consolidation plan is fair with respect to 
minority employees and preserves the in¬ 
stitute in the only way it can be preserved as 
a practical matter.’’

To Participate In 
Training Program 

Dr. Linda Wilson, executive assistant to 
the chancellor, Alabama Department of 
Postsecondary Education, is one of the 160 
top women in management chosen nation¬ 
wide to participate in the “Leaders Project/’ 
an international leadership training program 
for two-year college women administrators. 

Designed to help women improve the skills 
needed to assume major decision-making 
roles in two-year institutions, the program 
will include instruction and practice in super¬ 
visory and human relations skills, finance 
and budgeting, employee relations and labor 
management skills and discussions with na¬ 
tional experts on the issues confronting two- 
year colleges. 

During the six-month project, participants 
will work on a research project that will aid 
their agency, participate in special regional 
workshops and national conferences and 
become involved with other women in top- 
ranked administrative positions. 

Participants were chosen for their interest 
in advancement in two-year college ad¬ 
ministration and the quality of their propos¬ 
ed project, which will develop new skills as 
well as benefit their individual agency. 

The project is sponsored by the League for 
Innovation in Community Colleges, a consor¬ 
tium of community college districts in the 
United States and Canada, and by the 
American Association of Women in Com¬ 
munity and Junior Colleges. The program is 
being conducted by the Institute for Leader¬ 
ship Development at Rio Salado Community 
College in Phoenix, Ariz. 

Dr. Wilson received a Ed.D in Vocational 
and Adult Education from Auburn Universi¬ 
ty in 1982. Since 1973 she has worked in mid¬ 
dle and top-level administrative positions 
with Enterprise State Junior College, where 
she has taken a leave of absence to work with 
the Department of Postsecondary Educa¬ 
tion. She is a member of numerous profes¬ 
sional organizations and has received many 
awards and recognitions for her contribu¬ 
tions to postsecondary education. Most 
recently, she was named Enterprise Junior 
College’s 1986 Alumna of the Year. 
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THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION recently expressed its appreciation to Dr. James D. 
McEwen for his outstanding performance as acting president of the State of Alabama Com¬ 
munity Colleges in Gadsden. During his seven-month tenure at Gadsden, Dr. McEwen suc¬ 
cessfully implemented a comprehensive plan for the consolidation of three campus ad¬ 
ministrations and he created an atmosphere conducive to enhancing and promoting the in¬ 
stitution.

He met 
with the faculty and staff to orient them to 
the self-study process and worked with the 
administration and steering committee of the 
study to help them begin the organizing pro¬ 
cess. 

Among the areas of the College to be 
thoroughly examined are the College pur¬ 
pose, institutional effectiveness, educational 


program, educational support services, and 

administrative processes. 

Bill Holliman, chairman, Margaret Black, 
editor, and Evelyn Olive make up the steer¬ 
ing committee which is responsible for plann¬ 
ing and directing the self-examination of the 
College. 

Dr. James Rayburn, Dr. Linda Acker, Dr.

The self-study will conclude with a publish¬ 
ed report and an evaluation by a committee 
of visiting personnel from other colleges.

Faulkner are enthusiastic about Calhoun s 
new reading program. As a result of the 
course, Basic Skills in Reading, students are 
increasing their chances of succeeding in col¬ 
lege. 

Ms. Earnest developed the course during 
winter quarter of last year. With the help of 
Ms. Faulkner, Ms. Earnest previewed 
materials used at the Belsar-Parton Reading 
Center at the University of Alabama. Fun¬ 
ding was made possible by an SDIP grant. 

Ms. Earnest taught the pilot course in the 
spring quarter of 1985. In the fall of 1985, 
five courses in reading were offered. Many 
students were placed in the classes because 
of low ASSET test scores, but others chose 
to take the course for personal improvement 
in reading. 
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Student progress was measured by com¬ 
paring pre-test and post-test scores on the 
Nelson-Denny Test of Reading Ability. Ms. 
Earnest and Ms. Faulkner found that during 
the ten-week fall quarter* over 89% of the 
students made more than a year s improve¬ 
ment in vocabulary and comprehension; over 
67% made two or more years’ improvement; 
and over 42% made three or more years* im¬ 
provement. The most overwhelming im¬ 
provement was reflected in the reading rate 
(speed) scores. The average rate improve¬ 
ment for all fall quarter reading students was 
more than six years. 

Of major benefit to these reading students 
was Calhoun’s Writing/Reading Lab, The 
lab, which Ms. Earnest directs, is oppn to all 
students in need of assistance in improving 
writiiig and reading skills. The computers 
which are available to students in the lab 
have been especially helpful to reading 
students. Reading students are required to 
spend one hour per week using the computers 
and software dealing with vocabulary, com¬ 
prehension, and speed improvement. 

Ms. Earnest and Ms. Faulkner have found 
working with people who want to improve 
their reading skills a most rewarding ex¬ 
perience. Students learn a tremendously im¬ 
portant lesson; their efforts really do make a 
difference.
